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CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


I. —The highest bidder to be the buyer, and if any dispute arise the lot 

in dispute to be put up again. 

II. —No person to advance less than sixpence; above one pound one 

shilling; above five pounds two shillings and sixpence; and so on 
in proportion. 

III. —The buyer to give in his name and place of abode, and, if required,

of the said bill shall be discharged, and the expense of removal 
and warehouse charges of one shilling per week for the occupation-of 
every such lot as may not be cleared within the time aforesaid, or 
that may remain unsold.
